“ There is no lack of Interest in the 1916 presidential race right now, 


said the republican chairman. “ That is, the interest compares favorably with 


that of four years ago. In some of the states having 'native sons’ entered in 


the race things are getting lively. 


“ It is true that the situation this year with respect/to republican presi 


dential candidates differs materially from that In the last two or three d< 


cades. Out of a group of presidential possibilities at this time there Is no on« 


man or two or three men who stand out as leaders in the race throughout tin 


country.”

Chairman Hilles said he was positive former President Taft, whose hoo- 


T etary Hilles was, would not consider entering the lists for the 1916 nomi­ 


nation. 


Though believing the Ill-feeling or southern cotton growers over the ad­ 


ministration's foreign policies may cost the démocratie nominee votes at the 


next election, Chairman HilloR entertains no rosy dreams of breaking Into 


the democratic south.
